The  best  of  the  dwarf,  black-seeded  wax  va¬ 
rieties.  Early  and  very  productive.  Pods  large,  6  V2  to  7  inches  long,  round, 
nearly  straight  and  creasebacked;  strictly  stringless,  free  from  fiber,  fleshy 
and  brittle;  of  highest  quality;  color  very  clear  yellow.

Large,  round,  flattened  fruits,  much  ribbed  and  creamy- 
buff  in  color;  flesh  yellow,  very  deep  and  of  fine  quality;  one  of  the  best 
canning  sorts. 

SMALL  SUGAR.  Fruits  small,  round,  flattened  at  the  ends,  and  slightly 
ribbed;  skin  and  flesh  deep  orange-yellow;  flesh  very  thick  and  of  high 
quality. 

KING  GF  THE  MAMMOTHS.  The  giant  among  pumpkins,  specimens  have 
been  grown  to  weigh  60  pounds  and  reaching  two  feet  or  more  in  diameter; 
fruit  round  and  flattened,  slightly  ribbed;  skin  salmon-orange,  flesh  bright 
yellow  and  very  thick.

RADISHES

Top  is  a  little  too  large  for  a  forcing  sort;  intermediate 
in  season. 

EARLY  SCARLET  TURNIP.  A  well  known  variety,  very  quick  grower. 

FRENCH  BREAKFAST.  Of  oblong  form,  small  and  quick  growing;  color 
bright  rose-scarlet,  with  small,  white  tip;  good  outdoors  or  under  glass.

BLOOMSDALE  SAVOY  LEAVED.  Very  early  and  hardy,  and  one  of  the  best 
for  market  and  canning.  Plant  of  upright  growth  with  a  tendency  to  go 
quickly  to  seed  in  hot  weather.  Petiole  (stem)  3  inches  long,  leaves  of 
medium  size,  the  lower  ones  rounded  while  the  upper  leaves  become  pointed, 
more  or  less  crumpled  and  blistered;  color  glossy  deep  green. 

KING  OF  DENMARK.  A  fine  long-season  Spinach,  remaining  longer  than 
most  varieties  before  bolting  to  seed.

In  form  it  is  a  dense,  compact  rosette  with  very  short  petioles, 
the  leaves  are  large  and  rounded,  thick  in  texture,  very  much  blistered  and 
crumpled  and  of  an  intense,  very  dark  green  color;  will  hold  up  well  in 
shipping  to  distant  markets.  It  is  noted  for  its  freedom  from  male  plants 
and  its  slowness  to  go  to  seed.  In  some  of  the  southern  spinach  markets 
the  past  season,  because  of  its  attractive  appearance  the  Juliana  found  a 
ready  sale  when  other  varieties  were  a  drug  on  the  market. 

THICK  LEAVED.  A  strong,  upright  growing,  medium  early  sort,  quite 
identical  with  Thick  Leaved  Round. 

VICTORIA.  Makes  a  dense,  flat  rosette  with  very  short  petioles.  Leaves  very 
large,  thick  and  much  wrinkled,  blunt  or  rounded  and  dark  green  in  color. 
Stands  hot  weather  well  and  is  exceedingly  slow  to  shoot  to  seed.

But  few  people  know  Dahlias  can 
be  raised  from  seed  and  will  bloom 
the  first  year.  The  seeds  germinate 
easily  and  are  strong  and  sturdy  little 
plants.  Plant  in  a  shallow  box  or 
pan  early  in  March  or  April,  trans¬ 
plant  carefully,  and  keep  the  soil 
moderately  moist.  When  all  danger 
from  frost  is  over,  plant  in  the  bed  or 
border  in  the  garden.

VARIETIES. 

DELPHINIUM 

Stately  and  noble  plants,  with  spikes 
six  to  eight  feet  high,  covered  for  half 
their  length  with  the  beautiful  flowers. 
Sometimes  forty  spikes  are  produced 
from  one  root.  The  flowers  are  double  or  semi-double,  with  a  blunt  plaited 
spur,  and  in  the  throat  a  curious  arrangement  of  velvety  hairy  petals,  white 
or  blackish.  The  color  varies  from  the  palest  blue  and  almost  white  to  deep 
violet  and  smoky-violet,  sky-blue  and  indigo. 

They  are  easily  started,  perfectly  hardy  even  under  the  most  severe  condi¬ 
tions,  and  increase  in  size  and  beauty  from  year  to  year.  Seed  may  be 
started  in  boxes  or  open  ground  in  Spring.  The  plants  will  bloom  the  second 
year  from  seed.  They  require  a  deep  soil,  rich  and  mellow.  The  blooming 
season  is  from  the  end  of  May  to  August.  When  the  first  flowers  fade,  the 
plants  should  be  cut  to  the  ground;  a  crop  of  fresh  green  leaves  will  at  once 
start,  followed  by  more  flower  spikes. 

BELLADONNA.  Immense  spikes  of  clear  turquoise  blue.  5  feet.

The  plants  are  from  12  to  15  inches  in  height.  Seed  can  be  sown  under 
glass  in  the  Spring,  or  in  an  open,  sheltered  bed.
